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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . Figures 1 -3 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only that 
which is old is illustrated.

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: In line 5, "hte" should be 
changed to — the — . Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent-may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1 -3 and 6-10 are rejected under 35 U;S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Applicant's own admission, of Figures 1-3. 
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Figures 1-3 of the applicant's drawings teaches the claimed features as follows: Figure 2 
teaches the flexible material and all of the other claimed features except for the hinged ends. 
Figure 3 teaches a modular piece with hinge ends. It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to utilize a hinged end (taught by 
figure 3) on each end of the figure 2 device in order to provide flexibility in making the belt to 
many different sizes. Also, RE the claimed materials and shape, it would have been an obvious 
matter of design choice as to the type of known material used or the shape to make the pins from 
, since such decisions would be dependent on the type of environment and use that is expected 
from the belt at hand. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 4, 5, 1 1 5 and 12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
